By Chri- 
ſtan Emperors. Five of them were 3 
or extinguiſhed before Fobn's Time, viz. the 
Government by Kings, Conſuls, Tribunes, 


Decemvirs and Dictators. ONE | ſays he, 18, 


_ plainly intimating, that the fixth Form of 


Government, even that by the Heathen Em- 
perors was then in being. And the other, 
viz, the Government by the Emperors pro- 
fefling the Chriſtian Religion, is not yet come; 


and when he cometh, he muſt continue a Hort 


Space, Which happened accordingly; for it 
was not long, before the Biſhop of Rome 
wreſted the Government of 1aly out of their 
Hands.. But to paſs over all the other Cir- 
cumſtances, the laſt Verſe of the Chapter 


plainly ſhews us whom we are to underſtand.

the greateſt Monarchs, and to excite their 
Subjects to rebel againſt them, notwithſtand- 
ing all their Oaths of Allegiance, And now 
to ſum up the Argument, Has the Pope his 
Seat in Rome, the City which, in John's Time, 


was ſituate on [even Hills? Does he reign 


there where there were ſeven Forms of Go- 
vernment ? Has the Papacy allured the Na- 


tions to Idolatry, and exerciſed ſuch an abſo- 


lute Sway over the Kings of the Earth ? 


We need therefore be at no Loſs to know 
whom we are to underſtand by the Woman 


mentioned in the Text.

and bore a Teſtimony to his Cauſe ! But to 
be drunk with this Blood conveys. the Idea of 


ſtill greater Horror, inſomuch that when we 


think of it, we cannot but wonder with great 


Adamiration. Now how well this agrees with 


and anſwers the Character of the Papacy is 


evident to us all, and needs no Confirmation. 
But as there are many in theſe Nations, who 


are apt to entertain favourable Sehtiments of--

However, * his next Succeſſor but one, the ſaid 


Box ir Ack, petitioned this traiterous Mur- 


therer with large Proffers of Service, and in 
conſequence obtained, that the Church of Rome 


ſhould, henceforward, be the Head of all 
of Rome be 
called the ſovereign and univerſal Biſhop, This 


other Churches, and the Biſhop 


happened about A. D. 606. Thus Papal, as 
well as Heathen Rome, had the Foundation of 
her Empire laid in Blood. A cruel Rebel, to 


ſtrengthen himſelf in an ill-invaded Throne, 


gratifies the Ambition of an aſpiring Prelate. 
What then but the moſt horrid Cruelty and 
Barbarity could ever be expected by the Pa- 


Pacy, which had ſuch a oody Foundation? 


2. The Principles of Popery are of a bloody 
and perſecuting Nature. It is a known Prin- 
ciple of the Romiſi Church, that Hereticks 


are to be deſtroyed; and they account all of this 
Number, who are not of their Communion :; 
nay they are ſo tenacious of this, that they not 
only command all, who are ſubject to them, to

their Orders with the ſevereſt Penalties, and 


encourage them with the greateſt Privileges. 
And the better to ſupport this Principle, they

And, 
in Purſuance of ſuch wholeſom Doctrines, 


how they have inſulted and trampled upon 


_ crowned Heads, is no Secret,

fied by the Council of Trent, paſſed a Decree, 


that if the temporal Governour, being re- 


15 quired and admoniſhed by the Church, ſhall

let this be ſignified to the Pope, that from 
henceforth he may declare his Subjects free

+ when, on the very Day appointed for put- 


ting their cruel Deſigns in Execution, they 


murdered the common People in cool Blood, 
forced many Thouſands to fly from their 


Houſes and 8. tilements, naked into the Bogs 


and Woods, where they periſhed with Hun- 


ger and Cold, without any regard to Friend- 


ſhip, Neighbourhood, or Conſanguinity. Some 


they whipped to Death ; others they {tripped 


naked and expoſed to Shame, and then drove 
them, like Herds of Swine, to periſh in the 


Mountains, Many Hundreds were drowned 
in Rivers; ſome had their Throats cut, and 


others were diſmembered. Huſbands were 


cut to Pieces in Preſence of their Wives, and 
Wives and young Virgins were abuſed in Sicht 
of their neareſt Relations. Forty or Fifty 
Thouſand were maſſacred after this Manner

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in a few Days, without Diſtinction of Age, 


Sex, or Quality, before they ſuſpected their 
Danger, or had Time to provide for their 
Defence.

whole, about 200000 Proteſtants loſt. their 


Lives, And tho' after this Rebellion was 
ſuppreſs'd, theſe blood-thirſty Monſters have 
not been able openly to perpetrate their Cruel- 
ties, in + ſuch a Manner, yet how many Plots 
have they made, and Deſigns have they formed, 


in order to be again in a Capacity to extirpate 
the Proteſtant Religion, the Northern Hereſy ? 


but, bleſſed be God, they have hitherto teen 
all diſconcerted, 

Thus have I laid before you a few Speci- 
mens of Popiſb Cruelty, acted upon thoſe they 


call Hereticks; and have thereby ſufficiently

4. How ought we to be concerned that an 


effectual Stop may be put to the preſent un- 
natural REBELLION? Next to the holy Per- 


miſſion of an offended God, we cannot but 
know, who is the Original and Fomenter of 
all this; and what are the Deſigns of thoſe, who 


would wiſh to ſee the Throne of Great Britain 
filled with a Popiſb Pretender. There are, 
no Doubt, many deluded People in the Na- 
tion, who do not allow themſelves to weigh

But ſuppoſe he was a Proteſtant, 


what Security is that to us? It is the Pre-

Hereſy out of his Kingdom, and, in that 


| Caſe, one Way or another, to prevent his Son

all Proteſtants be in ſuch a Situation? 


It is alledged, that the Proteſtant Religion 
can be in no Danger, ſince the young Pre- 


tender has declared and promiſed, that there 
ſhall be no Alteration either in Church or 
State. But what ſignify all the fair Promiſes 
that can be made * ? For, every Catholick! Prince 
is bound by all that is Fas even upon the Pe- 
nalty of Damnation, to deſtroy Hergficks, and

And there 
are none that can make larger Promiſes than 
the Pa hits: even the bloody Queen Mary 
polilecly promiſed to the Men of Suffolk,

| State fhe found it; and afterward declared in

Grace, pleading with God, that his Reign may 


be long and proſperous, that his Hlaſtrious 
Family may be enriched with all manner of 
Bleſſings, that his Counſels may be directed, 
that his Arms may be victorious by Sea and 


Land, at Home and Abroad, and that all his 


Enemies may be covered with Confuſion, 


Once more, 


: Los us not content ourſelves with a 


bare Profeſſion of Religion, which will never 
abide a fiery Trial. None of us know, what 
may be between us and tne Grave. If the 


preſent Project of France ſhould ſucceed, we 


ſhall then doubtleſs be put to reſiſt even 
unto Blood, which we ſhall never be able 


to do in a right Manner, if we have no 


more than the Name of Proteſtants. And 


if it ſhould be defeated, which, I hope, we 
ſhall ſoon hear the News of, yet it is abſo- 
Jutely neceſſary that we be Chriſtians in Rea- 
lity; for, a Name without the Thing will 
be of no Avail at laſt.

Mas 1 notwithſtanding all his fine 
1 began there, as ſoon as he came to 
the Throne, and purſued his Meaſures with 


ſuch a Vigour, that the Protgſtant Intereſt, 


few Years, was brought to the laſt Gaſp; 
7 he firſt recalled the Duke of Ormond, 
and ado. Tyrconnel Lord Lieutenant; where- 


upon the Judges were preſently changed, and

| Series of Calamities upon the poor Proteſtants, 


who ſuffered in their Liberties Eſtates, Re- 
ligion and Lives. 
10 © ſooner had they got proper Judges and 


Juries to their Mind, but they began a Trade

ily bound over the accuſed Proteſlauts, and 


committed them without any Reaſon aſſigned

were indicted, fined and impriſoned, . by theſe 
Contrivances, and not being able to fatisfy 
the King for their Fines, he ſeized both their 
Bodies and Eſtates.

They ſuffered, in like manner, in their 
Eſtates ; for the Papiſts had various Methods 
of Fraud. In the Beginning of King James's 
Reign the Proteſtant Militia were diſſolved; 
and tho' they had bought their own Arms, : 


yet they were obliged to depoſit them among 


the Stores: nay, the Proteſtants in Dublin were 
forced to deliver up their Arms, without being 
ſuffered ſo much as to wear or keep a Sword, 
under the Penalty of being counted Rebels or 
Traitors ; and in the ſame Manner they took 
away their Horſes, and indeed all they had. 
Their Expences were encreaſed, their Trade 
ruined, their Houſes and Villages deſtroyed by 
Robberies and Free- quarters. And, to make 
quicker Diſpatch, a general Plundering or 
Robbing was ſet on Foot; ſo that they ſcarce 
left a Proteſtant in Ireland a Cow or a Sheep. 
Their real Eſtates had the ſame Fate: a coun- 
terfeit Deed, produced by a Catholic, would 
turn a Proteſtant Gentleman ont of all he had. 
Again, they ſuffered in their Religion. Some 
of the Papiſts would forwardly tell their 
Neighbours, that 1reland muft be a Catholick 
Kingdom; accordingly they ruined the Pro- 
teſtant Univerſity of Dublin, and the Prote- 


ant Schools up and down the Country; 
they erected Popiſb Seminaries, converting the 


legal 
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legal Naben of the Proteſtant Clergy to 
. Uſe of Popiſh Prieſts, They Nen 


and ſeized their Churches with the greateſt 
 Rudeneſs. - In Corporations, the Mayors, or 
other Governours, with the Prieſts, went to 


the Churches, ſent for the Keys to the Sex- 
tons, and, if they were refuſed, broke 
open the Doors, pulled up the Seats, Se. and, 
having ſaid Maſs in the Churches, declared 
them their own, that they were conſecrated 


Places, the King himſelf had nothing to do 


with them, and that to reſtore them to Here- 
ticks would be Sacrilege. In a Word, when 


they had thus drove the Proteftants into pri- 
vate Houſes for Worſhip, they moleſted them 
there, and at laſt forbid more than hey. o 


meet together, under the Pain of Death. 
Nor was Life ſpared; tho they did 1 not 
think proper to make a general Slaughter, as 
formerly, yet many were killed by the Sol- 
diers, murdered in their Houſes, ee by 


Martial Law, ſtarved in Jails, Ge. It was 


made Death by a Proclamation, for the Scho- 


lars of the College of Dublin, to meet or con- 
verſe together, above two or three at a Time. 
Nay they were for famiſhing the whole Body 


of Proteſtants; and the Methods they took 
would have done it effectually, had their Power 


laſted a little longer. If the Proteſtants had 
any Provifions of Biſket or barrell'd Beef, &c.
